It is a pity that the President did not 
avail himself of the opportunity to say 
something worth saying on the important 
question of the decay of the country’s mer­ 
cantile marine. Instead of doing so he 
merely refers to the facts, and recom­ 
mends Congress to try and find ont the 
cause of the trouble. Mr. John Roach is 
at hand, always ready to tell Congress that 
nothing is needed but ample subsidies to 
steamers which he is to build. Mr. David 
-A. W eiÍ3 ia at hand to tell Congress 
that no amount of subsidies can remedy the 
evil, but that the Navigation Laws must 
be repealed, and the tariff modified, and 
local taxation on Americin shipping abol­ 
ished, before this interest can revive. And 
while it is perfectly clear that the advice 
of Mr, Joiiu Roach is narrow and selfish 
and inspired by personal greed, and op­ 
posed to every sound doctrine of political 
economy, it is quite as clear that Mr. Wells 
knows whit he is talking about; that he 
has only the general interest at heart, and 
that he has la d his finger upon the weak 
spots in ourpreeent system.

THE B ft if.AH COMMISSION. 
The Tariff Commission has astonished 
its friends and enemies alike by making a 
report which embodies systematic recom­ 
mendations for very considerable rcduc- 
tions in the tariff. It is highly probable 
that tkÍ3 gratifying result has been in part 
brought abcut by the strictures upcn the 
Commission which have teen rife acce its 
appointment. That the original intent 
was to stave off action cannot be doubted, 
but when the public pulse was felt it be- 
cune apparent that this policy would not 
satisfy the country, and so the Commis­ 
sion, being also no doubt anxious to vindi­ 
cate itself, prepared a report whi:h has 
«Iraady carried dismay and cocaternalion 
into the ranks of tie Protectionists. The 
statements made concerning the details of 
the report represent it as covering a wide 
area, and as enlargicg the free list greatly, 
at the same time that the compound ou- 
ties are abolished, and the rates on iron 
and steel, cotton and silk, etc., are consid­ 
erably reduced. We shall know nrre 
about the scope of the report in a few 
days, bat it appears certsin that if Con­ 
gress acts in so ,’tvrv.anee with ita sugges­ 
tions at the pres, ut session, the Democrats 
will find them salves deprived of more rhan 
half their prospective political capital.

THE SOUTHERN WAT. 
It ia interesting to note the radical dif­ 
ferences in the treatment of murder cases 
in the Southern States and California, 
though at first eight it might be thought 
that the foundation principle was identical. 
In St. Louis the other day the Grand Jury 
ignored the bill against Cockerell for killing 
Col. Slsyback. Mr. Cockerell was an editor, 
and had published romuthing which Col­ 
onel SLyback did not like, and Colontl 
Slaybaek had gone to Cockerell’s office to 
demand a retraction, and Cockerell had 
then and there shot him dead. Tne St. 
Louis Grand Jury evidently could not seo 
anything wrong in this homicide. It con­ 
cluded that any man who called noon an 
editor for a retraction deserved to be killed, 
and so it threw out the bill. 
It is 
thus made apparent that the Southern 
press 
occupies a much more satis­ 
factory positron than that of this State. 
For heie, when an editor, acting in the 
interests of the community, opposed the 
candidature of a notoriously bad mao, 
the latter killed him, aud now a jury 
has acquitted the murderer. 
The Cali­ 
fornia doctrine, therefore, as derived 
from the Giancey-Gray case, obviously 
is that any person is justified in killicg an 
editor. In Missouri, on the other hand, the 
doctrine seems to bs that an editor is justi­ 
fied in killing anybody. This is an impor­ 
tant distinction, viewed from a journalistic 
standpoint, though the philosopher who is 
not a journalist may say that the principle 
“ killing no murder,” ha3 been established 
both at the South and in California. It 
must also be borne in mind that since every 
Southern gentleman is always armed and 
ready to use his weapons, there is lees dan­ 
ger to the community than in what may 
appear to the casual observer a practical 
abandonment of Southern soqjety to the 
unrestrained ferocity and bloodthirstiness of 
the homicidal editorial fraternity. In this 
State the action is reversed, and hence­ 
forth whatever journalists intend to re­ 
buke ruffianism in type, must be prepared 
to “ get the drop” upcn the objects of 
their censure. As to where the civilization 
comes in, in cither case, we are not pre­ 
pared at this moment to paint out. 


RESURRECTIONISTS. 
A great sensation has boon caused at 
Philadelphia by the capture of a gang of 
body-snatchers who had for some time been 
“ exploiting ’ a negro burying-grouad, in 
the interests cf medical science and their 
own pockets. A convenient arrangement 
had been made with the Superintend­ 
ent of the cemetery, by which he was to 
have three dollars for every “ stiff” ab­ 
stracted, and under the stimulus of this 
reward he appears to have been perfectly 
willing that the 1-urying-ground shosld bo 
emptied of its contents. Very naturally 
the discovery cf this created a tempest of 
indignation among the people whose friends 
and relatives had been selected for ana­ 
tomical purposes, aud the resurrectionists 
narrowly escaped lynching at the hands of 
the exasperated crowd. Body-snatching, it 
must bs admitted, is a particularly evil 
practice. I-Iowever illogical and unreason­ 
able may be the sentiments which the 
world entertains with regard to its dead, 
these sentiments are inherent in human 
nature, and there is scarcely a tribe of 
savages so embrnted as not to share them 
to some extent. It is true that the inodes of 
manifesting this common reverence for the 
departed are various. There are Farsees 
who think that to deposit a corpse on a 
grating at the top of a lofty tower, and 
there leave it to the birds and the weather, is 
to do all that affection demands. There are 
Indians who hold that the proper course is 
to hang the remains in a tree. In Hindos­ 
tán cremation ia the rule, and deposition 
in the Ganges the alternative. The Fiji 
Islanders formerly held that assimilation of 
the loved and lost was the most delicate 
attention that could be paid to them. 
But no matter what the peculiarities of lo­ 
cal custom, the underlying seatiment of 
reverence for the dead is the same every­ 
where. Now this sentiment is crnelly out­ 
raged by body-snatcher3, and therefore 
that is an offense which ought to be visited 
with very severe penalties. It should be 
a felon;-, punishable with not less than ten 
years’ imprisonment. 
Such a provision 
would probably teed to reduce the tempta­ 
tions to it, and even if the medical colleges 
fell short of “ subjects,” and should be 
forced to occasionally sacrifice a student or 
two to the cause of Science, society would 
on the whole be the gainer. 


BLAITS ON THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 
Mr. Blaine has been expressing his views 
on the Nicaragua Canal project. He thinks 
it would be madness for the United States 
to undertake any financial responsibility 
in connection with a canal which we could 
not control. He is of opinion that unless 
we abrogate the CUyton-Bulwer treaty we 
could uot erect any fortifications to pro­ 
tect the canal, and that England, possess­ 
ing the most powerful navy in the world, 
could always take possession of it in time 
of need, and therefore does not require to 
erect any fortifications on her part. There 
is some reason in this, but Mr. Blaine does 
not undertake to show how we could as­ 
sume the control of tho canal without also 
assuming a protectorate over the country 
through which it passes. Of course the 
real remedy for any such danger as he in­ 
dicates is not to build forts on the canal, 
but to increase the strength of our navy. 
If we had a respectable navy we should be 
on an equal footing with Great Britain ; 
but even ia that event it would remain to 
be seen which country had the greatest 
commercial interest in the canal. Cer­ 
tainly if the fi-cal policy which Mr. Blaine 
believes in is to be maintained inJeünitc’y, 
it would be useless for the United States to 
take any interest in this canal, for we 
shall have no ships to send through it. 
And if it sbcu’.d turn out, as in the case of 
the Suez C’anal, that England furnished 
about SO per cent, of all the tonnage pass­ 
ing through the can»', how coaid we ad­ 
vance a rational demand for the sole con­ 
trol of the waterway ? The fact ia that 
Mr. Blaine’s views are ai a kind which will 
not stand anal; si?. 
They look prettv 
well at first eight, rut they are ail tuud.. 
mentally defective. 
TEE STEERING COMMITTEE. 
An account has been given ic the dis­ 
patches of a Congressional Committee of 
Republicans, which was formed at the last 
session, to direct too policy of the party. 
It was headed by Robeson, wfcoeo 
ideas iu fact eecm to have been paramount 
in its programme. It was known as the 
Steering Committee, and it will have to be 
acknowledged, in the light of the Novem­ 
ber elections, that wilder steering than it 
perpetrated never was known. If that was 
the best the assembled wisdom of the psrty 
could effect there is no ground for surprise 
at the outcome of the late election. Here­ 
after it ia to be hoped that there will be no 
Steering Committee, afid that the Repub­ 
licans in Congress will allow their constit 
oencies to hold the helm for them.

THE M0KÍÍAN MYSTERY. 


E t s . R e c o r d -U n io n : In year paper some 
days since a floating paragraph appeared, 
stating that William Morgan was seen years 
after his abduction and the noted anti- 
Masonic cxc’.smeotof 1826, in Asia Minor, 
aud that be died there. This is ail pure fie 
tion. The facts in this celebrated case are as 
stated in tr.o article wri tes by Hen. Fred- 
erck W.-ittl.'sey, of Rochester, who died in 
1851, tu l which is just published (December 
2i) by tne Rochester Union and Advertiser. 
A telegraphic synopsis you have ia your 
pap-r if vhs 4th. As a matter of history 
the full article ia well worthy of repubiicstion. 
W iliam Morgan was an intnale :f our 
father’s family in Rochester fcr seme time 
during the winter season preceding his ab- 
ducH a. He bduved h:n-s?lf to be under 
surveillance at th¡3 time by tire Masonic fra­ 
terno y, in consequence of his repu'ci writ­ 
ings in tho exposure of Masonry.* His eyes 
became seriously infl »ued frcm h:s cIoee ap­ 
plication in writing this expose, and he was 
kept closely bousrd rs a prt'ent of our 
father’s, who was a practising physician, and 
was employed iu the treatment i f his eyes. 
We recollect him well, wi h his large, green 
blinds, ana his not being permitted to come 
to tbe light. During bis residence with us he 
had a tooth extracted, which was preserved 
by his wife. 
His teeth were very peculiar, 
being all wsil formed ar.d all double in 
l oth the upper rnd lower jaws. His abduc­ 
tion occurred ia b'optember, 1826. In tbe ¡ol­ 
io vicg summer or fall a body was discovered 
near .lie mouth of 6)ak Orchard creek, very 
n.ueh dectyed. and evidently having been in 
the water of Like Ontario for many month'-. 
It was generally thought at the time that 
this was (ha body cf Wm. Morgan, and great 
wirs biing msde at the investigation 
to prove is to be the body of some other pel­ 
een. Our father and Mr». Morgan were sum­ 
moned to the iaqusst. The tooth was pro­ 
duced ia evidence, and the peculiar formation 
cf the teeth of Morgan stated by Mrs. Mor- 
g-.D and our father. The jaw of the corpse 
fully answered to tho description, aud the 
tooth suited to the vacancy as described. 
And to the mind c-f both Mrs. Morgan aud 
our father, as well a? of disinterested parties. 
It was fully es'ablished that this was the 
iceniicil body of Wm. Morgan. As this is a 
link in tha chain of evidence of the Morgan 
mystery, we present it to you for publication.

PAT. 
HOLLAND’S MISFORTUNE. 


A Reputation for Fine Work £ polled by an 
Accident. 
Vears ago, in the early days of the Com­ 
stock excitement, Pat. Holland, now Post­ 
master and Coroner in a little town in Ca- 
chise county, Arizona, was the most re­ 
spected man in the State. 
He had the 
reputation of being a dead shot with a 
pistol. 
Of course this accomplishment 
made him feared by every body, and there 
was no man in Virginia so bold as to croes 
him in public. 
Pat. acquired his reputa­ 
tion by shooting on the stage, and coaid 
knock an apple cff his son’s head with an 
accuracy aud carelessness which combined 
to impress tbe public !ar more than the 
manner in which the pains-taking William 
Tell performed the feat with an arrow. 
Finally Pat. secured a young lady- who 
would allow an apple to be shot off her 
flaxen roll, aLil when Pat. executed the 
feat he would throw his keen eye at the 
f 
.irl and then poll his orbs up into the gal- 
ery, aud without looking at his mark, send 
a bullet through the fruit. 
This was put 
down on the Lilla as “ l’at. Holland’s psy­ 
chological feat cf shooting from memory,” 
and drew crowded houses. 
One night he 
advertised to shoot apples from twelve 
ycung ladies' heads in succession and only 
take one look at the crowd. 
Piper’s Opera 
llouie was (jacked with men at a dollar a 
head, and when the cúrtala roso twelve 
immaculate ballet dancers were in line 
along the wings, each with an apple on her 
head. 
Pat. stepped to the footlights and 
bowed amid trpmendous applause. 
He 
had a six-thootcr in each hand, aDil the 
stage manager announced that he would 
shoot the last six apples with Lis left hunt}. 
Casting his eye along the line, he took a 
long breath, a steady position, and then 
faced the audience. 
Lifting his revolver 
he began to shoot iu rapid suoeeEsion, and 
tho apples began to lly out of sight amid 
tho breathless eilc-nco of the 
audience. 
The curious part of the performance, how­ 
ever, lay in 
the fact that 
by 
the 
time 
Pat. 
had 
fired 
six 
shots 
all 
the 
apples 
had 
disappeared, 
yet 
he 
kept right cn banking away with his 
second weapon from his left band, amid 
roars of laughter and derision. 
To cap 
the climax, two apples got tangled to­ 
gether ^ and remained dangling from the 
edge of a scene ia plain sight of the au­ 
dience. 
The trick was a t once apparent. 
E tch apple had a fine thread attached, 
and at the shot was jrrked quicklv out 
of sight. 
Tne supes behind the scenes 
who pulled tho strings got confused at 
Pat’s rapid tiring, and half the aijplea 
disappeared before the time. 
Two were 
snatched off simultaneously, and the strings 
overlapping in the air brought the apples 
together, where they hurg to the edge 
of the scene, the strings being on each 
side. 
This ended Holland’s career as a 
public soloist on the pistol, and the pub­ 
lic gradually came to look upon him as 
au ordinary mortal. 
Soon after this he 
got into a street row in Pioche and tired 
twelve shots in a densely populated por­ 
tion of the city without killing a man. 
But for attempting to do too much at 
once, he might have gone to C mgress 
from this State years ago.—[Carson Ap 
peal.
